WASHINGTON  (BP)  -  Proposed 
Internal  Revenue  Service  rules 
threatening  the  tax  exempt  status  of 
church  schools  which  fail  to  prove  they 
are  racially  nondiscriminatory  ought 
to  be  scuttled,  the  Baptist  Joint  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Public  Affairs  reiterated 
here  in  testimony  before  a  Senate  sub¬ 
committee.

less  they  prove  their  nondiscrimina¬ 
tion. 

“We  believe  that  the  Internal  Re¬ 
venue  Service  lacks  not  only  statutory 
authorization  for  issuing  this  proposed 
procedure  but  also  the  legal  compe¬ 
tence,  under  the  First  Amendment,  to 
regulate  enrollment  policies  of  either 
churches  or  the  schools  which  they  op¬ 
erate  as  an  integral  part  of  their  religi¬ 
ous  mission,”  Wood  declared. 

On  February  13, 1979,  IRS  published 
revisions  in  the  proposed  procedures, 
eliminating  from  coverage  Hebrew 
day  schools,  Black  Muslim  schools, 
and  Amish  schools.  Another  revision 
also  made  special  accommodations 
far  Roman  Catholic  parochial  school 
systems,  holding  that  such  systems 
would  be  exempt  even  though  some  in¬ 
dividual  schools  failed  to  meet  the  ra¬ 
cial  quota  imposed. 

The  Baptist  Joint  Committee  state¬ 
ment  attacked  as  “constitutionally 
treacherous”  such  “invidious  distinc¬ 
tions”  between  churches.  Wood  ar¬ 
gued  that  the  IRS  may  not  discrimi¬ 
nate  between  churches  because  of 
varying  organizational  forms, 
“thereby  making  accommodations 
favorable  to  one  dass  of  religious  or¬ 
ganizations  as  opposed  to  the  others.  ” 

Wood  also  attacked  the  proposed 
procedures  on  grounds  that  their  en¬ 
forcement  would  "excessively  en¬ 
tangle  government  with  religion”  in 
violation  of  the  First  Amendment. 
“The  very  nature  of  the . . .  procedure 
would  necessitate  an  ongoing  exami¬ 
nation  of  records  and  activities,” 
Wood  said. 

The  statement  likewise  criticized 
the  IRS  for  “usurp  ( ing )  the  legislative 
role  of  the  Congress”  in  issuing  the 
proposed  procedure.  “Congress  in¬ 
tended  to  limit  only  the  political  ac¬ 
tivities’’  of  tax  exempt  groups,  Wood

Jesus  returned  to  Capernaum.  He 
was  aware  that  the  disciples  had  a  dis¬ 
pute  going  on  between  themselves. 
When  he  returned  to  Capernaum  he 
asked  them  what  they  had  been  argu¬ 
ing  about.

The  transfiguration  event  occurred 
six  days  after  the  confession  made  by 
Peter.

Love  Never  Ends; 

Nor  Does  ‘ The  CalV

RIO  DE  JANEIR6,  Brazil  -  Ro¬ 
mance  robbed  the  Foreign  Mission 
Board  of  a  veteran  missionary  but 
she's  back  in  Brazil  now,  along  with 
her  husband,  as  a  volunteer. 

Donne  Hawkins  lacked  six  months 
of  having  30  years  of  service  when  she 
resigned  to  marry  Buford  Stewart, 
who  had  spent  all  of  his  life  in  the  Au¬ 
stin,  Texas,  area  as  a  land  developer. 

Now,  a  little  more  than  two  years 
later,  Rio  is  their  home  as  they  share 
the  title  of  “hosts”  for  the  South  Brazil 
mission. 

Their  job  description  might  fill  a 
page  in  any  manual  if  all  the  ramifica¬ 
tions  were  listed.  They  line  up  housing 
for  visiting  missionaries  during  mis¬ 
sion  meetings,  which  means  placing 
them  in  guest  rooms  of  those  based  in 
Rio.  They  also  take  responsibility  for 
the  scores  of  missionaries  who  stop  in 
Rio  en  route  to  and  from  their  fields. 

They  have  just  about  worn  their  own 
grooves  in  the  pavement*  between 
Rio’s  airport  and  the  missionary 
homes.  Tblpv  aver round JXifBh 
month  mornave  mfcle  as  many  as 
three  trips  in  a  single  day. 

Their  work  doesn’t  end  there.  South¬ 
ern  Baptists  visiting  Rio  usually  end 
up  in  one  of  the  hotels  catering  tc 
tourists,  10  miles  or  more  from  the 
center  of  Baptist  activities,  which  in¬ 
clude  a  seminary,  training  school,  col¬ 
lege,  good  will  center,  publication 
center  and  headquarters  for  the  Brazi¬ 
lian  Baptist  Convention  The  Stewarts 
show  the  touring  Baptists  around  the 
institutions  and  agencies. 

Dorine,  like  most  missionaries,  can 
swing  her  car  around  the  sharpest 
curves  with  the  best  of  taxi  drivers  and 
never  bat  an  eye.  But,  with  an  adjust¬ 
ment  to  Brazil’s  traffic  that  amazes 
his  passengers,  Buford  can  match  her 
at  every  turn  and  knows  directions  as 
well  as  he  knows  Austin. 

“I  am  overwhelmed,”  she  says  of  his 
adjustment  to  Rio. 

Buford’s  first  wife,  Elizabeth,  and 
Dorine  were  close  friends  before 
Dorine’s  missionary  appointment.  She 
spent  part  of  each  furlough  in  the 
Stewart  home  before  Elizabeth  died  of 
a  heart  attack  in  1975.

As  a 
matter  of  fact  I  want  to  state  that  many  of  us  are  ready  to  exclaim,  “Youth !  They 
are  the  future  of  the  church !  Nothing’s  too  good  for  them.  ”  I  applaud  and  amen 
this  statement.  But  I’m  not  too  old  to  remember  the  influence  of  several  “old 
folks”  in  thechurches  when  I  was  a  youth  who  had  a  part  in  helping  me  in  building 
that  “future  of  the  church.” 

They  saw  their  work  as  a  contribution  to  others.  They  did  not  major  on  their 
own  problems;  they  helped  me  to  solve  mine  Their  patience  and  love  proved 
their  relationship  with  Christ.  They  enjoyed  their  Christian  lives.  They  cherished 
the  opportunity  of  gathering  to  study  God’s  word,  participate  in  service  and 
share  in  worship.
